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ANARCHISTIC INSANITY 

The outbursts of anarchists and assassins in the United States 
during the past week h'aVe brought forth iiuite adea) of comment 
from iht press of the country. Most of the writers take an op- 
timistic view of the situation by citing that this is America, and 
that we have in this country such a pure, democracy that there ii 
no chance for anarchism or Uolahevism to make any headway in 
this country. 

We believe that the siiuaiion, is grave. Anarchists, like the 
lynchers, are a lawless class of people; they never were, nor ever 
will be good citizens. Like the lynchers and mobs, they areig- 
norant and void of reasoning. Their practices are a school of out- 
lawry in which they school their woman and children. They call 
Hood evil and evil good. They ate opposed'to civilization and its 
teachings; they make themselves believe that by killing and lynch- 
ing great reforms will lake place. In fact one might take a care- 
ful survey of all of their doctrines and Jen will find they are par- 
allel with that o.f lynchers and the common mobs of this country.- 
'Tis a peculiar kind of insanity. 

This is no time for optimism. America ia the fertlo soil ^f 
outlawry, superinduced fry lynchir.gs and burning of human be- 
ings at the stake. This government has tolerated lawlessness so 
lonif beosuse only the weaker class of its eiliiens were victims un- 
til the very air is (iregnated wiih^ all kinds of lawlessness. All that 
U necessity now is for it once to get a start under some appropri- 
ate name, and the anarchists and the bob he vis ts will give 
America a dose «f its own medicine. 

Diporlation and Pruon. Some speakers and writers have 
suggested deportation and prison as a'sure cure, citing that moat 
of the tremble makers are foreigners and don't think enough of 
our form of government to become citizens of this country. Of 
curse, we have no cards of regrets to offer because this foreign 
element are disturbers, bomb throwers, anarchists, I. W. W's, 
Bolshevists, plotters, and Haunters, of toe Red Flag. It may be 
saj'l En America's shame that all those coming in the above 
catalogue and hundreds of others wlio make rhe many little secret 
clans'whoBc doctrines are against true Americanism, ore taken in 
the boaom of the American life, given preference in positions of 
cities, states and tha nation over a class of the most loyal and pat- 
riotic citizens. This practice is wrong. Thinking people must 
- rise. against such injustices. 

Unless we read the signs of the times incorrectly, the' time 
is not far distant when true and loyal Americans regardless of 
race or color, will be called upon to determine between American- 
ism or some other ' -ism." 
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THIKTY YE \RS OF MOB LAW *** 

liom Th. si. Lath i'„„ ni, a ,irt 

Figures tfeve be?n compiled showing the operations of mob 
law in the last 30 years. The only part of the appalling totals to 
be read without horror is one revealing a decline in the annual 
average of mob fatalities. 

In this period, covering practically the arbitrary limit act to a 
single generation, no less than 3224 fellow reiirJenta of America ' 
entitled to the same protection under the law accorded to us "nave 
met their death form the blind, furious rage of mobs This is 
an average of more than 107 fatalities a year for theentire period. 

The annual average of the last five years of the period is a lit- 
tle more than 60. Each year 47 have been spared whose lives 
might have been for feiflpd had mobs worked during the past Ave 
years with their average rutl hlessneas of 30 years, but the victims 
still averaged 00 a year-more than one every week under the 
ideals professed in a land of equal rights and equal protection. 

Mob violence is shown to be a fearful evil from which few sec- 
tions of the Lnion are immune, but the figures leave nodoubtaa 
to where it is mist prevalent and where the chief effort must be 

Slit forth if it is to be eradicated from our national life. Of the 
ismaying 3224 total that stares out from the figures, do less than 
2440 lynchings took place in the nine states of Georgia Mississip- 
pi. Texas; Louisiana. Arkansas. Alabama. Tennessee. Florida and 
Kentucky. The number for each of these nine states ranges from 
386 For Georgia to 109 for Kentucky. 

No other national problem has been more voluminously dis- 
cussed or is better understood.— -The diminishing averages indicate 
a progress alreai; made that gives incentive for attacking it with 
new energy and new methods. How can we urge abroad the adop- 
tion, of the sound pridcipleaon which our social and governing 
systems rest, while this reproach to justice and humanity remains 
at home? 

. It is quite gratifying to have a great metropolitan daily news- 
paper like the Poet- Die patch point out in detail the laxity with 
which the people of this nation have treated mob violence and 
lynching* _. 

The above editorial was most fittingly and timely, coining aa 
it did just preceding a conference on lynchings which was held 
during this week at New York City under the auspice* of the 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored Peeple. 

ItcertaiAly required courage and backbone on the pert of the 
Po=t- Dispatch to attack this national evil, especially when we 
consider that the white people of America are responsible for such 
conditions.
